WHEREAS, Although Dr. Burrough was born in St. Rose
Loui si ana, she noved to Chicago with her parents and sisters
when she was only 4 years old; after graduating fromwhat was
then Chicago Teachers College, now known as Chicago State
University, she attended the Art Institute of Chicago, where
she received both a Bachelors and Masters of Art Educati on;

WHEREAS, As an art educator, Dr. Burrough taught in
Chi cago Public Schools, including DuSable H gh School and at
various colleges including Kennedy-King City College; she
also studied at Colunbia University in New York and the
Institute of Painting and Scul pture in Mexico City; she was a
guest nenber of the fanbus Graphic Artist Wrkshop, conducted

by Leopold Mendez in Mexico City; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Burrough is the Principal Founder of the
DuSabl e Museuns of African-American history in Chicago, which

is the first black museumin the United States; and

WHEREAS, In the world of visual arts, Dr. Burrough is a
printmaker, oil painter, scul ptress, and pen and ink artist;
her work has been exhibited in galleries, art fairs,
exhi bitions, colleges, and universities in the United States,

Mexi co, Pol and, Germany, China, and Russia; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Burrough envi sioned an organi zati on devoted
to the growh and stimulation of art for Black people; in
1939, she was one of the founders of the South Side Community

Art Center whi ch i nt roduced scul ptor Ri chard Hunt ;
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phot ogr apher and aut hor, Gordon Parks; and featured the works
of Archibald Mtley, Charles Wite, and poet Gaendolyn

VWHEREAS, In 1947, Dr. Burrough's witing talents energed
when she published "Jasper, the Drummn' Boy"; ot her
published articles she has witten include, "H s Nane was
DuSabl e and He was the First" and "Wat Shall 1 Tell W
Children Who Are Black?"; they have been translated into
African | anguages, Russian, Chinese, Arabic, and Spani sh; her
articles on art, culture, and history have been published in
journals such as Freedomways, The Chicago School Journal, and

in Time nmagazi ne; and

VWHEREAS, Dr. Burrough has been recogni zed by universities
and cultural organizations worldw de and is the recipient of
si x honorary degrees, and over sixty honors and awards; in
1966, as Advisor of the National Conference of Artists, she
was invited to head a delegation to visit Russia; in 1980,
President Jinmmy Carter honored her at the White House as one

of the "Ten Qutstanding Black Artists in the country"; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Burrough is one of the nost creative
pi oneers in the Black cultural novenent; and in her honor,
on March 8, 2003, a silent auction and book signing will be
held at Ciffbreakers Restaurant in Rockford; therefore, be
